The Affembly is every day opened by the reading 
of addrefles, memorials, &c. received on the prece- 
ding day.

* flowly, in order that it may be more jolid ;” a re- 
que(t by no means unfeafonable, as that part of the 
edifice which is already erected, has certainly been. 
carried on too rapidly to expect it can be lafting.— 
The enthufialts have created too many enemies at a

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
LisLe, Lec. 17. 

The official account of the capture of Bruffels, pu- 
blifhed by the Patriots, is as under. It is dated the 
12th of December. 

“ At length, notwithftanding the armiftice,. and 
‘every other pretence, soo. brave patriots of Bruffels 
have dared to engage in battle with 6000, Aultrians. 
The action commenced yetterday afternoon, at four 
o’clock. Th: firft attempt was to make prifoners of 
all the foldiers who guarded the Mint, and thofe who 
iwere quartered in the different conveats, General 
‘d’ Alton did his utmolt, from fix o’clock in the mérn- 
‘ing, to negociate an armiftice. About feven o’clock, 
800 men of Bender d’Alfot enteréd the city, with two 
pieces of cannon, which they planted on the Grand 
Place. About ten o’clock, General d’Alton thought 
‘proper to fend a large detachment in order to releaie, 


foners in the Bafleville. This was the ‘fignal for a 
new engagement, which will be ever memorable: for 
its victory. . ‘The patriots, no longer able to dontain 
themielves, routed the whole detachment. To the 
number of so00, at the utmoft, they~invefted ‘the

no longer tenible againit {uch bravery, capiiuiated 
fer.the immediate retreat of his whole garrifon 3.and 
the requeft having been acceded toy about one 9’ 
clock, they departed, with great ;precipitation, thro’ 
the Porte de Namur, _ But, as all the foldiers are not 
equally inclined to follow hira, at the moment this. is 
writing, they are f{quabbling among themfelves, with- 
out the city Already, we have got more than 
3,000 prifoners.

HALL v, HIs CREDITORS. 

Thurfday the Court of Seffion had ander their con- 
fideration a-bill of fufpention and liberation, at the in- 
{tance of Thoms Hall, who was formerly fentenced 
to be tranfported to Botany Bay, by adentence of the 
Court of Jutticiary ; but the fentence was remitted by 
his Majefty, upon condition of his tranfporting him- 
felf forth of Great Britain and Ireland for feven years, 


.after bis heing liberated fromprifon. ‘The creditors of 


Hall refuled.to.coniéent to his fiberation, upon which 
he applied.to the Court, ftating, that the right of the 
creditors to detain -his perfon was merely civil, ‘and 
that-they could not, in confequence of that civil right, 
fru(trate the fentence of a criminal court, inflicted as 
the punifhment of a crime. .'The creditors, .on'the o- 


ther hand, contended, that the fentence of the'crimi- | 


nal court was fidpended by his Majelty’s pardon, u- 
pon a certain conditions and ‘thar the words of tire 
pardon being, that he fhould banith himfelf only from 
the date of his liberation, clearly implied a fight in 
the creditors to detain him. It was farther argued, 
that if he was allowed to withdraw. himfelf from pri- 
fon, and from the diligence of his creditors, it would 
be placing him in a better fituation than a civil debr- 
tor who hi-. committed no crime; as any man- would 


clofe confinement in’prifon. The queftion was new, 
and the. Court was confiderably divided upon it.— 
They therefore ordered memonals upon the point, in 
order to givea dehberate judgment’upon its 

During the prefent feflion, the Court have difpatch- 
ed a great deal of butinefs. ‘The ufual mode was to 
adjourn the Saturday before Chriltmafs, but this year
